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We  Are  Coping  With  the 
Problem  of  Leisure  Time 

With  the  event ioji  of  move  leisure  time  thvough  the 
.shortening'  of  the  working  day  and  the  increasing' 
use  of  machines  has  come  the  problem  of  what  to 
do  with  the  leisure  time. 

Many  workers  are  still  so  poorly  paid  that  they 
do  not  have  the  means  to  indulge  in  recreation. 
Moreover,  the  worker  is  hindered  by  a  set  of  values 
inherited  from  an  ago  of  scarcity,  ffe  has  been  told 
too  often  that  work  i,s  sacred,  ni|d  leisure  is  sinful 
idleness.  He  now  finds  himself  not  only  without 
means,  but  also  ill-prepared,  helpless,  and  bewild¬ 
ered  by  the  increased  amount  of  leisure  time.  Mul¬ 
titudes  of  people,  rich  as  well  as  poor,  are  depend¬ 
ing  on  ready-made  pleasures  and  external  excite¬ 
ments  for  their  recreat  ion. 

We  need  to  be  educated  for  recreat  ion  as  well 
as  for  our  work.  We  need  a  type  of  leisure  that  is 
not  a  trivial  thing,  a  mere  device  for  adding  a  little 
enjoyment  to  a  dull  and  joyless  life.  The  proper 
use  of  leisure  is  an  essential  thing,  essential  to 
health,  happiness,  character,  intelligence,  vitality 
of  our  great  population. 

The  new  education  for  leisure  advocated  by 
many  authorities  is  an  attempt  to  make  a  person  a 
self-active  personality  in  his  leisure,  and  not  a  mere 
passive  receptacle  for  pleasant  experiences  that 
have  to  he  poured  into  him  from  outside.  The  open¬ 
ing  to  correct  use  of  Leisure  rests  iu  creative  work. 

Man  as  we  now  understand  him,  is  by  nature 
and  in  essence  a  creative  being.  He  is  a  skill-hungry 
animal,  hungry  for  skill  in  his  body;  hungry  for 
skill  in  his  mind,  and  never  satisfied  until  that 
skill-hunger  is  appeased.  If  we  can  give  each  per¬ 
son  a  type  of  recreational  activity  that  will  satisfy 
his  urge  for  skill  and  creation,  we  have  solved  the 
problem. — J.  G. 

There  May  be  a  Silver  Lining 
To  The  Dark  German  Cloud 

As  unpredictable  as  the  weather.  That  expresses 
our  sentiment  in  regard  to  the  international  situat¬ 
ion,  particularly  the  German  side  of  the  dilemma, 
and  our  reasons  are  simply  t  hat  we  aren’t  well-read 
oh  the  subject.  However,  there  are  a  few  items 
which  have  attracted  our  attention. 

The  International  League  for  Truth  in  Ger¬ 
many,  a  new  secret  organization,  “has  evolved  a 
brand-new  method  of  nodermining  the  Nazi  regime 
jn  Germany,”  according  to  reports  by  one  Wash¬ 
ington  writer.  Membership  includes  many  govern¬ 
ment:  employees  both  here  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad. 

The  League  “has  just  completed  the  first  move 
in  its  anti-Hitler  campaign.”  Their  plan  is  not  new 
but  tlm  twists  which  they  give  it  make  it  singul¬ 
arly  interesting.  And  there  is  a  strong  possibility 
of  the  idea  hearing  fruit.  The  pluu  is  to  distribute 
anti-Hitler  pamphlets  and  booklets,  not  to  the  en¬ 
emies  of  the  Nazi  regime  as  is  usual  but  to  the 
friends,  and  leaders,  ihc  “big-shots”  of  Nazism. 
But  the  idea  bocumes  wore  unique  as  it  unfolds. 
Distribution  is  spotty  so  that  if  there  are  two 
hundred  Nazi  fenders  in  a  certain  city,  about  one 
hundred  receive  the  booklet.  Naturally,  they  turn 
these  over  to  the  secret  sorvico  mid  among  them¬ 
selves  discuss  the  material.  But  there  remains  ano¬ 
ther  hundred  who  have  no  booklet,  and  those  who 
did  have  one  hecoipe  suspicious  of  the  others, 
thinking  they  are  “‘turning  traitor”  are  conceal¬ 
ing  the  material,  and  thus  dissension  and.  distrust 
is  encouraged  in  the  midst  of  the  “trusted  ones”. 

Of  course  it  nitty-  nql  he  that  simple  but  when 
-llio  secret  service  continues  to  pick  up  these  book¬ 
lets,  in  bundles  op  streetcars,  around  public  places, 
and  receive  them  from  part-  of  the  Nazi  friends, 
they  have  jio  way  of  telling  how  widespread  the 
plague  is  or  what  is  really  being  done. 

Furthermore,  the  eampmgn  is  well  financed. 
And  it  is  just  possible  that  wo.  are  for  that  cam¬ 
paign  because  if  continued,  we  may  in  time  see  the

Majority  of  Collegians  Favors 
Roosevelt's  Plea  for  Peace 

While  the  entire  world  now  knows  the  European 
dictators’  answers  to  the  peace  plea  ljiaclp  A-Pfll 
15  by  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  thepe  }.s 
apparent  differences  in  opinions  of  people  both  in 
and  out  of  the  United  States  as  to  whether  it  was 
the  best  thing  for  the  head  of  this  nation  to  propose 
such  a  plan.  Many  believe  that  the  United  States 
should  under  no  circumstances  ‘-‘stick  its  nose” 
into  the  affairs  across  the  waters,  while  many 
others  believe  tljat  someone  had  to  make  such  a 
peace  proposal  and  that  it  was  entirely  correct 
for  the  President  to  make  such  a  proposal. 

The  following  opinions  were  expressed  by 
College  newspapers  in  the  United  States  on  the 
peace  proposal  and  were  collected  and  sent  out  in 
the  “Parade  of  Opinion,”  weekly  release  of  the 
Associated  Collegiate  Press.  These  opinions  are 
not  necessarily  those  of  THE  NORTHWEST  MIS¬ 
SOURIAN. 

Despite  the  fact  that  most  all  lauded  the  states¬ 
manship  of  President  Roosevelt  jn  addressing  his 
plea  for  peace  to  the  dictator-controlled  nations, 
collegiate  opinion  was  divided  on  the  effectiveness 
of  the  latest  U.  S.  move  to  bring  order  out  of  the 
European  chaos. 

Chief  criticism  of  .the  fault-finders  was  that 
the  message  to  Hitler  and  Mussolini  throws  the 
U.  S.  into  a  battle  of  words  that  is  not  pur  concern, 
This  side  of  the  question  was  ably  upheld  by  the 
Villanova  College  Villanpvan*  which  said:  ‘*Is|Ut 
it  natural  that  the  dictators  viewed  this  plea  with 
misgivings?  They  certainly  perceived  an  incon¬ 
sistency  of  views  in  the  atfRude  taken  by  Mr. 
Roosevelt.  We  hope  that  in  the  future  the  Reads 
of  our  governments  will  refrain  from  making  rash 
statements  that  will  jeopardize  the  intrinsic  value 
of  noteworthy  appeals  made  in  good  faith.  First 
and  last  they  should  remember  that  if  democracy 
is  to  be  safeguarded,  lot  us  protect  it  here,  not  in 
European  battlefields.” 

However,  in  a  majority  were  the  comments  in 
favor  of  the  President’s  appeal.  The  Rollins  Col¬ 
lege  Sandspur  summarized,  the  position  .of  the 
supporters  of  the  President  in  this  fashion: 
“Roosevelt  has  taken  a  momentous  step  in  at¬ 
tempting  to  force  tiie  hands  of  the  dictators-  Al¬ 
though  it  may  fail,  such  an  attempt  is  better  than, 
for  tho  most  powerful  nation  on  earth  to  adopt  a 
philosophy  of  futility  toward  a  world  war.  Every 
protection  against  domination  by  fpree  will  swell 
the  tide  of  world  opinion  for  peace.” 

The  Grinned  College  Scarlet  and.  Black  called 
on  collegians  to  support  the  President:  ‘fHe  did 
not  blunder  wheU  he  called  upon  the  dictators  of 
Europe  to  make  peace  for  at  least  ten  years  while 
the  world’s  problems  could  bo  worked-  out  around 
conference  tables.  Youth,  College  gad  otherwise,  all 
over  the  world  should  thank  Roosevelt  for  that 
tlefleld  in  the  next  few  weeks,  if  some  such  thing 
appeal.,  It  is  youth  who  will  march  off  to  some  bat¬ 
on  the  Roosevelt  proposal  is  not  accepted  soon,”

Dr.  Anna  Painter 
Talks  on  Quakers 
At  IRC  Meeting 

Dr.  Anna  M.  Painter  of  the  English 
department  spoke  last  Tuesday 
evening  at  a  meeting  of  the  Social 
Science  and1  International  Relations 
Clubs  on  the  “American  Frjepds  Ser¬ 
vice  Committee  (Quakers).’’ 

Dr.  Painter  traced  the  founding  of 
the  Quaker  society  in  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century  with  its  emphasis 
placed  on  this  world  and  not  on  the 
other  world.  The  service  committee 
was  founded  during  the  World  War. 
Relief  was  their  chief  work  then, 
she  explained,  and  later  rehabilita¬ 
tion  work  was  carried  on  in  Europe. 

She  told  of  the  work  her  brother 
is  dping  in  a  social  service  work 
camp  near  Pittsburg  in  the  heart  of 
the  soft  coal  region. 

The  112,000  Quakers  in  the  United 
States  cqrry  on  their  work  here  in 
the  iiidus trial,  foreign  and  the  peace 
sections,  Dr.  Painter  said.  Today 
they  are  working  on  the  refugee 
problem  in  Germany. 

Another  project  sponsored  by  the 
Friends,  she  continued,  is  the  Work 
Camps  for  college  students.  They 
work  seven  hours  a  day  and  also 
spend  time  in  discussion  of  social 
problems.  There  are  about  eight  of 
the  projects  in  this  country.

Eld&n  “Pea”  Ridge  pitched  the  Bear¬ 
cats  to  their  first  victory  here  lost 
Saturday  over  the  Iowa  State  Teach¬ 
ers  of  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa.  After  hav¬ 
ing  been  beaten  18-6  by  the  Iowa 
team  the  previous  day  the  Bearcats 
came  back  strong  to  win  by  a  score 
of  6-4.  Ridge  allowed  eight  hits,  one 
a  triple  but  he  tightened,  up  in  the 
right  spots  and  he  struck  out  ten  of 
the  Panther  batters.
